GOVERNOR'S VETO MESSAGE
July 6, 1998

To the Honorable Members of the Assembly:

| am vetoingAssembly Bill 242 in its entirety This bill
createsa Class A misdemeanor penalty for placing blood,
saliva, urine, feces or other bodily substances in candy o
other liquid or solid edibles with the intent that these
substancede consumed by another person without that
person’sknowledge. The bill alsceduces from a Class E
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felony to a Class A misdemeanor the penalty for placing
objects,drugs or other substances in candy or other liquid or
solid edibles with the intent to cause harm to another person.

I am vetoing this bill entirely because, if signed, this bill
would substantially weaken a prosecusoability to obtain a
felony conviction of a person who intends to harm others by
placingdangerous substances in their food or drink. Children
are often the victims of this evil crime. For example,
malefactorsn our society from time to timglace razor blades
andother dangerousubstances in candy at Halloween and at
othertimes during the year strongly believe sucbonduct
deserveshe consequences of a felony penaltpelieve our
statuteshould be clear on this point and prosecutors should
not have to look to other criminal penalties to obtain felony
convictions of persons who engage such despicable
behavior. Since the bill does not make an appropriation, |
could not strikethe penalty reduction that | oppose without
vetoingthe entire bill.

To the Honorable Members of the Assembly:

I am vetoingAssembly Bill 842 in its entirety This bill
requires every state agency to submit a cost-benefit analysis
of a proposed rule at the time the agency submits a notice to
the Legislature that a proposed rule is in final draft form. The
cost-benefitanalysis, in addition to the currently required
fiscal estimate, must include: (1) the anticipated annualized
costof the proposed rule to all units of government in this
state;(2) theanticipated annualized cost of the proposed rule
to businesses and employiaghe private sector; and (3) the
anticipatedannualized benefits of the proposed rule to the
residentof this state.
